Animal Control 
To Be Studied 

Long realizing the need 
for "Animal Control” for 
the City of Sierra Madre 
and having rect'ived an oral 
rojKjrt from Mr. Smalley, 
director of the Pasadena 
Humane Society in May of 
Ibis year. City Administra¬ 
tor David Lund notified tne 
City Council lhat the in¬ 
crease in the level of service 
to the community, during tlio 
past three months has in¬ 
creased to the point that the 
city’s demands for service 
far exceed the resources of 
the Humane Society and it 
was the contention that 
other funding or City aug¬ 
mented service should bo ex¬ 
plored. 

The meat of the alterna¬ 
tives given to the City Coun¬ 
cil was the establishing of 
a City Manpower program 
to supplement the present 
level of services using CETA 
employees and establishing 
a Community Enforcement 
Officer at a suggsted salary 
of $875 per month. 

Another point was to 
negotiate with the Pasadena 
Humane Society for i n - 
creased level of service and 
determine the commensu¬ 
rate amount of City Funding 
that would be needed for 
same. 

As this is a serious sit¬ 
uation for the City, Council 
recommended and gave 
authorization to the City Ad¬ 
ministrator and his staff to 
investigate the three alter¬ 
natives that were presented 
and to come back to the 
Council with definite figures 
for consideration as soon as 
possible.

Mayor will have little op¬ 
portunity to serve more than 
his major contributors. 

In terms of govenunental 
cost, an analysis of the ma¬ 
jor counties in America now 
operating with County 
Mayors shows they have In¬ 
creased their governmental 
costs by a percentage far in 
c-xcess of the Increase in Los 
Angeles County. Tlie amount 
of increase over our County 
was at least double, and in 
some cases, triple. 

It is silly to tell the pub¬ 
lic that the Mayor will oper- 
tae on a skeleton staff. Ex¬ 
perience proves his staff 
will number in the hundreds, 
and will require a new gov¬ 
ernmental structure to house 
them, plus the countless 
automobiles hat go with as 
sistants in that office. 

The idea of the County 
Mayor is wrong for two rea¬ 
sons — it is a power grab 
by special interests who 
want to control your dol¬ 
lars, your zoning, and your 
lives — and because it will 
double the executive over¬ 
head costs of Los Angeles 
County. 

For those who want to in¬ 
crease the costs of govern¬ 
ment, this County Ma>'or 
idea could make a big hit.
